Vicksburg, Miss., March 12.—The steam- 
er’ Providence, plying between this port 
ané Lake Palmyra, was overturned at 2 
o' chock this morning by a sudden squall 
at Jone Landing and twenty of her pas- 
sengers and crew were drowned.

Vessel Lifted Out of Water. 

The il'-fated boat left here at noon yes- 
terday on her regular trip, carrying a 
large miscellaneous cargo of freight and 
a number of passengers. At 2 o’clock this 
morning, just as the steamer was entér- 
ing Lake Palmyra, a sudden wind and 
rain storm of cyclonic proportion came 
out of the west, catching the Frovidence 
brcadside on. The little vessel was lifted 
aimost entirely out of the water, her up- 
rer works blown away and the hull turn- 
ed bottom up in 40 feet of water. Most of 
the crew and passengers were asleep at 
the time and were drowned like rats ina 
trap. Only nine of the entire bcat’s com- 
pany were saved. The property loss will 
amount to several thousand dollars. 

Messrs. Cassidy, Scott, Roup and Lan- 
caster were all married men and leave 
large families. A steamer carrying cas- 
kets and divers left here for the scene 
immediately and will attempt to recover 
ali the bodies. 

The Providence was built at Lyon, 
Iowa, in 1886 and had been in the trade 
here for some years. She was about 120 
tons burthen and was considered one of 
the fastest stern-wheelers on the lower 
river.

~ AMERICAN MARINES DROP DEAD 


Washington, March 12.—The eastern 
mail has brought the report of Major 
Waller upon the famous expedition con- 
ducted by him across the island of 
Samar, resulting in the loss of a number 
of the marines and hardships and suf- 
fering on the part of the others beyond 
anything known before in the Philippine 
campaign. Major Waller’s reports are 
formal and do not go into the details 
of the movements of the marines, but 
the news of the affair is contained in 
a report from Lieutenant W. R. Shoe- 
maker, U. 8S. N., who conducted the 
relief expedition that succored the ma- 
rines. After detailing the arrival into 
the American .Mnes of Captain Porter 
and Lieutenant Williams, with a portion 
of the men, the Teport says: 

“Captain Porter and Lieutenant A. S&S. 
Williams, in conversation, gave me. sub- 
stantially the following account of their 
wanderings: 
‘ “On January 1, being then on half 
rations with very HMttle food, the major 
decided to split the party—he taking 15 of 
the strongest men and pushing on for 
®Basey, and Captaén Porter following his 
t-ill as rapidly as possible with the 
main body. *On the 2d a native came 
b-ok from Waller with a note, stating 
th-* he (Wailer) had given up the idea 
ef getting through and would return, 
&:.. directing Forter to make directly 
for the river and build rafts for the 
entire party. ‘This Porter tried to do, 
but failed to find wood that would float. 
It was raining hard at this t'me and 
the river was abont 10 feet above its 
normal level and running with violence. 
As Major Waller did not appear, Porter 
gent Captai@ Bears to him to ascer- 
tain his plans, then return and report. 

to return, but. he reached 


ahead to get assistance, with 8 of the 
strongest men, leaving Williams to fol- 
low with the crippled and lame as far 
as the boat, secreted on the way up, 
to be used in an emergency iike the 
present. Porter reached the boat but 
found she had been damaged and was 
unfit for use. So he started on a 25 mile 
‘hike’ for Lanang, reaching there with 
three men o> the afternoon of the 11th. 
Five men hi: given out, but, living on 
two dogs that strayed their way, they 
finally reached dhe post, . 

“The relief expedition, under Lieuten- 
ant Williams, first infantry, on account 
of the height of the river was unable 
to get away until the morning of the 
14th. Williams deserves the highest praise 
for his 25-mile fight against the cur- 
rent and up the rapids, hauling his boats 
along by hand a good part of the way. 
It wes not until the morning of the 17th 
/that he Treached the starving marines 
in their last stopping place near the 
river. Their condition at the time was 
termble. For days no man among them 
had strength to carry a nrifie. Nine of 
them had either gone crazy or had fallen 
by the trail half dead from starvation 
and exposure It had rained steadily 
for 18 days. 

“Lieutenant A. 8S. Williams had made 
every effort to get them along, but had to 
abandon them. He could only save the 
men Who were able to reach the boat by 
the river, the probable point of arrival of 
the relief expediticn. He got there on 
the night of the 16th instant. his party 
having been without food. except roots, 
the pulp of plants and a very few sweet 
potatoes, for fifteen davs. To further 
complicate matters, the native bearers, 
about thirty in number. became sulky, 
practically refusing assistance to the 
white men. They would build shacks as 
a protection from the continual downpour 


edible roots and plants, were more skillful 
in obtaining food. 


Natives Attempt Murder. 

“A time came when no white man could 
carry a rifie, and those not lost were in 
the hands of the natives: under the alter- 
ed condition, {ft required considerable 
diplomacy on the part of Lieutenant Wi)l- 
liams to handle them at all. 

“Just befcre reaching the river, two 
bearers tried to kill Williams, stabbing 
him about the chest with a bolo. He tried 
to shoot, but had not sufficient strength 
to pull the trigge>. Then they tried ta 
kil! him with his own pistol, but did not 
krow how to work the weapon. Williams 
was rescued by a few of his men, who 
tottered up, armed with sticks, and the 
natives took to the bush. No Filipinos 
were seen in the region, there being no 
fceod. The relief party saw some coming 
from the direction of Hermane; so it is 
probable that the insurgents about there 
got wind of the desperate condition of; the 
marines, and were hurrying up to take 
advantage of it. Relief came just in 
time. 

“It took practically al! cf January 18 to 
get the sufferers, thirty-one in number, 
including two officers—eighteen in stretch- 
ers unable to move—across the river and

Beaumont, Texas,/-March 12.—Mattie 
Bennett confessed today to Sheriff Lind- 
ley that she was-at the head of a gang 
of negro women and @white men who had 
for m@gnths been luting men into her 
hofise, drugging theni, beating them and 
robbing them. If they were only stunned 
they were taken out of the house to 
a remote part of g@me street and left 
for pedestrians or policemen to find. 

A fear is felt that more than twelve 
men, among those who have come to 
Beaumont and were afterward reported 
as “‘missing,”’ have been murdered and 
that their bodies are. now at the bottom 
of the river. In the last three months 
at least fifty inquiries for missing men 
have been received and while no one sup: 
poses that the gang has murdered so 
many as fifty, there is a fear that some 
of the disappearances are due to their 
work. Five bodfes have been found in 
the river since’ the first of the year. 

The Bennett woman was arrested Sun- 
day on suspicion of being connected with 
the muTder of Benjamin Pearson, one 
of the five known’ victims. She-~ denies 
being guilty of this crime, but admits 
that one of the gang of whith she is 
‘a member discussed@, ‘the commission of 
the deed: On ‘the wigth of her con- 
fession a white mé@f, “Punch” Prim, 
and a negro woman, ‘“Mary Jane,” have 
been arrested. All of them have been

Senate Canal Gommittee Has 


Deciced to Favorably Report

SENATOR HANNA TRIED 
VO CAUSE MORE DELAY 


But Friends of Nicaragua Route 
Would Not Submit—Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica Are Ret..y 
To Grant All Needed 
Concessions. 


‘Washington, March 12.—The senate 
committee on isthmian canals has .de- 
g@tded by a vote of 7 to 4 to report the 
Hepburn bill, providing for the construc- 
tion of an isthmian canal via the Nica- 


ragua route. 


The action of the committee was taken 
at a called meeting held during the af- 
ternoon and came after a brief report by 
Senator Morgan, chairman of the com- 
mittee, detailing the result of a confér- 
ence with Secretary Hay as to the status 
of diplomatic negotiations with the Cen- 
tral American republics concerning the 
canal. He stated that the secretary had 
told him that there are no negotiations 
in progress between the United States 
and Colombia concerning the Panama 
route and that the new minister from 
that country to this had not even pre- 
sented his credentials; but that on:the 
other hand the representatives of this 
country and those of Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica had been in consultation and 
had practically agreed upon all the 
points to be covered in concession 
treaties, nothing really being left in that 
connection but to put the agreements in 
writing. 

He said that the governments of those 
two countries had manifested a disposi- 
tion to make all the concessions which 
the United States could ask to aid in the 
construction of a canal and that among 
these concessions is one for perpetual 
right of way. rs 

When the recitation of the report had 
been completed Senator Hanna sugegest- 
ed that probably tthe Colombian minister 
hid been deteined by unteward citcum- 
stances. and suggested that action by 
the cemmittee should be delayed until 
opportunity could be had to ascertain 
Colombia’s position in the matter. 

This suggestion was met with a strong 
protest from the friends of the Nica- 
ragua route and Senator Mitchell moved 
to report the Hepburn bil? as it passed 
the house. Senator Kittredge moved to 
amend by postponing action wntil next 
Monday, but his motion was voted—4 to 
7. The question then recurred on Sen- 
ator Mitchell’s motion, which was car- 
ried by the same vote, reversed.

Over Reciprocity, 


TWENTY PER CENT CUT

Washingtor, March 12.—Overtures have 
been made for the compromise of the 
conflict over tariff concessions to Cuba, 
and there are evidences that the two ele- 
ments will come together, probably on a 
proposition to have the 20 per cent recip- 
rocal reduction apply for one year from 
next December and covering one sugar 
crop. 

Prominent members of the ways aud 
means committee, who have thus far 
led: the contest for Cuban reciprocity, 
have signified a willingness to accept this 


compromis2 proposition. 
The overtures of compromise are to be 


considered by three republicans from 
each side, namely: For the ways and 
means, Chairman Payné, Representatives 
Dalzell and Cannon; for the opposition 
to the ways and means, Representatives 
Dick, Ohio; Fordney, Michigan, and Mor- 
ris, Minnesota.

BACON CAUTIONS DEPEW 
TO TELL THE WHOLE TRUTH 


Depew Claims That Shipping Meas- 
ure, if Passed, Will Send Our 
Flag Into Every Port—Re- 
fers to Aid Given 

' ‘Railways.

the ship subsidy bill occupied practically 
the entire time of the senate. Two 
speeches were delivered in support of the 
measure.. Mr. McCumber, of North Da- 
kota, presented a carefully prepared ar- 
gument favoring the bill as a representa- 
tive of an agricultural state on” the 
ground of its protective features. 

Mr. Depew, of New York, ome of the 
members of the contmfitee on commerce, 
delivered an elaborate speech, in which 
he analyzed the arguments, both fir and 
against the proposition to pay subsidies 
to the shipping industry. 

A few bills were passed; Including one 
providing for the redemption of Hawatian 
silver coins and the substitution there- 
for of American silver coins. 

A resolution by Mr. Spooner was adopt- 
ed: directing the secretary of the treas- 
ury to report to’-the senate the. extent 
to which the mail pay provided for by 
the present ship subsidy bill increases 
the mail pay now authorized by Jaw and 
also whether they are more or less in 
effect than ‘the subsidy rates provided by 
the subsidy bill of 1899. 

Depew Favors Ship Subsidies. 

Mr. Depew then addressed the senate 
in favor of the bill. Senatoms had criti- 
cised the bill, he said, but none of them 
had submitted any plan by which we 
could Trave a mail service which would 
be equal to that of Great Britain, -Ger- 
many or France, which are, he 
maintained, contributing millions of dol- 
lars annually. to increase the mail facil- 
ities and enlarge the merchant marine 
of these competing countries. 

“We are looking forward to that “‘posi- 
tion which we are entitled to as a world- 
power,”’ said Mr. Depew, ‘‘but ag a mat? 
ter of fact we are crippled because we 
cannot ‘open the communications which 
are necessary to accomplish that com- 
mercial result without the active. assist- 
ance of the subsidized ships of our rivals. 
“While our friends, ‘the enemy,’ he 
continued, referring to. the democratic 
senators, “are so sensitive about the ex- 
penditure of $2,000,000 a year to perfect 
our maf service to places where we hope 
to have commerce, they vote for the car- 
rying of mail on profitable mail lines in 
the domestic service.”’ 

He declared that vessels aggregating 
83,000 tons had been cdnstructed in 
American ship yards for the foreign trade 
during the past ten years, while in Great 
Britain during one year, 1,500,000 tons of 
hips had been constructed. The differ- 
ence between ‘these figures, he suggested, 
should be a constant reminder to oppo- 
sition senators of the Gecline of the 
American merchant marine.’ 

Baccn Wants the Whole Truth. 

Mr. Bacon, of Georgia, suggested that 
the figures of the Aimerican construction 
ought to iriclude thé vessels built for the 
United States for’ Coastwise trade. "Mr 
Depew did not give thet, but said they 
would add not materially to the total. 

Referring incidentally to the present 
situation, in New York, Mr. Depew said 
one of the greatest handicaps to thge 
national democracy had been Tammany. 
He said great hope had been builded upon 
the fact that a brilliant and cultivated 
gentleman recently had been placed at 
the head of the Tammany organization. 
ihis was Lewis Nixon, the American ship 
builder. 

Mr. Depew then quoted from a paper 
read recently by Mr. Nixon, in which he 
had said that when the United States was 
in a position to build several hundred 
merchant ships every year this country 
would be able to compete\ with foreign 
ship yards. 

“Give us the means,” said Mr. Depew, 
‘by which American ships may be run 
under the American flag and then we will 
build the ships in competition with for- 
eign ship yards.”’ 

He did not know whether Mr. J. Pier- 
pent Morgan had purchased the Leyland 
line of ships or not, but if he had it was 
because the line «ould be operated at a 
prefit. He did not know anything cone 
cerning the statement that Mr. Morgan 
had expressed no intention of bringing 
the vessels under the American flag and 


they could not be expected to fly the 
American flag if they lost thereby.

Washington, March 12.—General debate 
upon the postoffice appropriation bill con- 
tinued in the house today, a number of 
topics being discussed. The proceedings 
were enlivened by a clash between Mr. 
Corliss, of Michigan, and Mr. Richardson, 
of Alabama, on the subject of the Pacific 
cable. This is the second time the two 
members have locked horns on the cable 
question. 

Mr. Sims, of Tennesse, devoted some 
time to showing how the house had been 
what he considered ‘‘buncoed”’ in connece 
tion with the permanent census Dill. Mr. 
Dougherty, of Missouri, discussed rural 
free delivery, Mr. Jackson, of Kansas, 
the government ownership of telegraphs, 
and Mr. Greene, of Pennsylvania, the 
Philippine situation. The latter argued 
that if we would proclaim our purpose 
to grant independence to the Filipinos 
the insurrection would instantly cease. 

‘  §ims Charges Deceit. 

During consideration of the postoffice 
bill Mr. Sims, of Tennessee, reviewed the 
facts in connection with the enactment 
of the permanent census law and assert- 
ed that the house had been grossly de- 
ceived by the action of the conferees. It 
had been the intention both of the house 
and of the senate, h2 said, to enact a 
provision which would cover all the em- 
ployees of the gensus bureau into the 
classified service and make them eligibl> 
for transfer, but the conferees had sub- 
stituted a provision which defeated this 


' object. 


Mr. Talbert, South Caro™na, suggested 
that a committee should be appointed 
to investigate the whole subject. 

Mr. Griffith, Indiana, who. was one of 
the confere2s.on the bill, called attention 
to three decisions of the supreme court 
which would have nullified the provision 
agreed to by the house and senate. For 
himself, he said, it was far from his pur- 
pose either. to deceive or mislead the 
house. 

Mr. Sims accepted Mr. Griffith's ex- 
planation and acquitted him and his col- 
léagues of the deliberate purpose to de- 
celve, but said the effect had been to mis- 
lead the house. 

Mr. Gardner, of New Jersey, claimed 
that if the house had been buncoed it 
had bunccoed itself. 

Mr. Corliss, of Michigan, launched an 
assault on Mr. Richardaon, of Alabama, 
who some time ago replied to Mr. Cor- 
liss’ speech in favor of the construction 
by the government of a Pacific cable. 
He went so far as to question the sin- 
cerity of Mr. Richardson and intimated 
broadly that there were some ulterior 
motives behind the latter's speech. 

Corliss Scores Richardson. 

“With the hope, no doubt,” said he 
sarcastically, ‘“‘of illustrating his dis- 
interestedness, he placidly tells us that 
in his long experience at the bar he 
has never. represented corporations. 
What prompts the gentleman to display 


yuch. zeal as he manifested in his effort 


to. defend.,:-a. corporation which seeks 
to usurp ope of the most. important privi- 
leges held by our country? What pur- 
pose has. the gentleman from Alabama 
in mind, or object, to obtain in rushing 
to the defense of this corporation before 
the measure is properly brought before 
the house. From my long experience 
in the practice of the profession of law 

I am giad to believe there is_a motive 
pack of every human life and I would 
be glad if the gentleman would enlight- 
en us on the subject and explain his 
own zeal and motive upon this measure. 

“He questions my zeal and seeks to 
find the motive which prompts such ac- 
fion.

‘RUSSIAN COLONEL EXECUTED 


For Revealing Military Secrets to a

colonel named Grimm for the systematic 
r2velation of military secrets to a foreign 
power, and that several aristocratic 
Polish ladies have been arrested as ac- 
complices of Colonel Grimm.

EXPERIMENTS ON TOWELS 
SOAKED IN CHLOROFORM 


It Is Found That They Do Not Burn 
as Jones Said—The Recorder 
Barred the False Beard 
and Mustache. 


New York, March 12.—Dr. John H. 
Gardner was on the witness stand again 
today in the trial of Albert T. Patrick. 
indicted on the charge that he murdered 
William M. Rice. Assistant District At- 
torney Osborne handed the witness a 
bottle of chloroform, a towel and a 
sponge, and asked him to saturate the 
towel and sponge with chloroform, let 
them stand half an hour and then put 
a match to them. Charles F. Jones tes- 
tified that he burned the chloroform-sat- 
urated-towel with which he said he killed 
Rice after it had been on Rice’s face 
for half an hour. The defense objected 
and asked that two physicians, one for 
the prosecution and one for the defense 
make the experiment with materials pur- 
ohased by themselves. This was agreed to. 

The recorder directed that the experi- 
ment be made at the noon recess. Dr. 
Gardner was excused and the defense 
called Dr, Isaac Newton Love, professor 
of physical diagnosis and internal medi- 
cine at the Post-Graduate Hospital Med- 
ical college. He was formerly professor 
in the St. Louis Médical college and vice 
president of the American Medical As- 
sociation. Dr, Love said that in his opin- 
ion inhalation of chloroform vapor would 
not cause any congestion of the lungs. 

In reply to a question reciting the evi- 
dence in the case and asking his opin- 
ion as to the cause of Rice’s death, Dr. 
Love replied: 

“Old age, oedema and congestion of the 

lungs, crippled kidneys, a narrowing of 
the heart orifices, and disease of the 
entire equipment of the man.’”’ 
“Could the symptoms as described and 
revealed by the autopsy have resulted 
from the imhalation of. chloroform va- 
por?’’ asked Mr. Moore, of Patrick’s coun- 
yeil. 

“They could not,”’ replied Dr. Love. 

At the afternoon session Dr. Love, on 
cross examination, said he had no doubt 
Rice was suffering from lung trouble 
when Dr. Curry made an examination 
ten hours before death, but Dr. Curry 
overlooked it. 

Dr. Gardner was recalled. He said the 
experiments with the towels soaked in 
chloroform had been finished. ‘The first 
towel blazed for nine minutes, smoldered 
for fifty-one minutes, and then went out. 
The second one burned slowly for fif- 
teen minutes and smoldered fifty-four 
minutes. One-third of the material was 


‘T consumed by the blaze in the first test 


and one-fourth in the second one. The 
sponges used resisted the action of the 
‘fire better than the cotton material of 


the towel. 

Assistant District Attorney Osborne 
produced a false beard and mustache 
mounted on wires, and asked an oppor- 
tunity to pour an ounce of chloroform 
on it and hang it by an open window 
to prove that the odor of the drug would 
not remain on the beard for an hour, 
as Dr. Curry, Rice’s physician, said it 
would. The recorder would not agree 
to this and court was adjourned until 
tomorrow.

TO BUILD A GREAT TUNNEL 


Twenty Millions of Sum Will Be 
Used To Get an Entrance

Philadelphia, Mafch 12.—The “ard of 
directors of the Pennsylvania railroad 
company at a meeting today authorized 
the issue of $50,000,000 of convertible ten- 
year 3 1-2 per cent debentures. . 

The resolution adopted by the directors 
today was in part as follows: 

“Resolved, That for the purpose of 
providing the necessary funds: fF'rst. 
for the purchase of 19,000 additional 
fifty ton steel cars, and 260 locomotives, 
required, as stated in the annual report 
for the increased traffic of the company. 
at an estimated cost of $24,000,000, and 
secogd, for the construction of the tun- 
nel extension of the company’s system 
into the city of New York and the pur- 
chase of the real estate required. for 
the 'passefiger station, the expenditures 
for which purpose for the years 1902 
and 1903 are estimated at $20,000,000. 

The bonds referred to are an issue of 
$50,000,000 gold bonds of the company, of 
the denomination of $1,000 and $500 re- 
spectively, bean'ng date November 1, 1902, 
running for ten years therefrom, with 
interest at the rate of three and a half 
per cent per annum, payable semi-annu- 
ally, free of taxes. -

The rail- 
roads composing the pool, which is the 
strongest traffic association ever formed 
in the United States, are the New York 
Central and Hudson River, the Pennsyl- 
vania, the Erie, ‘the Baltimore and Ohio, 
the West Shore, the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western, the Lehigh, the New 
York, Ontario and Western, and the Cen- 
tral Railroad of New Jersey. 

The dissolution of the association was 
rrecipitaijed by news from the west that 
President Roosevelt had intimated that 
proceedings would be commenced against 
all roads which were members of pool- 
ing arrangements. Several western pools 
have been abandoned in the past 
days for the same reasons. 

The action of the Trunk Line Agso- 
c.aition is said to be by far the most im- 
portant event in the eastern traffic sit- 
uaticn which has occurred in many yeafs, 
and the abandonment of the association 
was strongly urged by President New- 
man, of the New York Central.

Rome, Ga., March 12.—(Special.)—Rome 
undoubtedly has the oil fever of the 
worst kind. 

Sunday over one thousand persons vis- 
ited the derrick of the Rome Petroleum 
and Iron Company and it is estimated 
that not less than two thousand persons 
have been there since 

The well has been sunk to a little more 
than 100 feet and the indications so far 
are very sensational. The thing that 
startles one most of all, however, igs the 
presence of actual oil in fhe. mortar-like 
mass of sand and powdered shale thrown 
out from the well. Out of more than 
1,000 gallons of this thrown there was 
present hardly less than 50 gallons oil, It 
is streaked all through the masses of 
sand and powdered shale. One has only 
to touch these streaks with the finger, 
or dip up a teaspoonful of it, to recog- 
nize the smell of crude petroleum at once 
and beyond a doubt. 

The pounding of the drif as it crushes 
its way through the rock presses out 
this oil. The specimens of shale thrown 
out are saturated with oil and the odor 
is not to be mistaken. A piece of shale 
rock the size of an egg, upon being 
crushed with a hammer, gave off a very 
strong odor of petroleum. 

0Like Pennsylvania Wells. 

The geological indications in this dis- 
trict are said to correspond identically 
with the best of the Pennsylvania wells, 
and the grade of oil expected is better 
than the Beaumont kind. 

These oil lands are situated in the Plat- 
woods district and adjacent land which 
could have been purchased sixty days 
ago for from 26 to 60 cents an acre can- 
not be purchased today at any price. 
The oil fever has struck the Flatwoods 
hard, and not without much good reason. 
The new company, Known as the Filat- 
woods Oil Company, will begin boring on 
their lands in a few days, as the ma- 
chinery is expected at any time, 

Prominent local capitalists are catch- 
ing the fever and investing in stock. It 
is said that stock in one of the com- 
panies is selling today for just twice 
what it did ten days ago. B. F. A. Say- 
lor, a prominent geologist and a stock- 
holder in the Rome Petroleum and Oll 
Company, is very much enthused over 
the brilliant prospects of the oil indus- 
try in Floyd county and the entire com- 
munity is feeling the effects of the big 
new’s. ‘

WANT RELIEF FROM TARIFF. 


Lime Men Complain of Charges on 
Cuban Shipments. 

Birmingham, Ala., March 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Lime manufacturers of Georgia, 
Alabama, Tennessée and Kentucky held 
a meeting here today for the purpose of 
considering a memorial to congress ask- 
ing relief from the tariff on lime, which 
ls 50 cents per barrel to Cuba. 

With this tariff off. Alabama would be 
able to ship a large quantity of this 
product into that country. It is learned 
that .ime is at a very low price right 
now, and the manufacturers are com- 
\ Vaining. One man stated today: 

“The manufacturers are getting from 35 
to 40 cents a barrel at the kilns. This is 
too small a sum. Money that is invested 
in lime works could -be placed elsewhere 
with more yprofit. There is plenty of room 
fcr improvement as to price of the prod- 
uct, and it is time that the manufacturers 
were considering the matter.”’

REGISTERING LIFE VOTERS. 


Certificates of Elective Franchise Is- 
sued in Calhoun County. 

Anniston, Ala., March 12.—(Special.)— 
The work of registering the life voters 
of Calhoun county was begun yesterday 
morning. Hon. John B. Knox, president 
of the late constitutional convention, was 
the first on the registration books. Tax 
Assessor Burns followed Mr. Knox, 
and City Tax Collector Quinn came next, 
The certificates are very pretty in design, 
closely resembling a bank note. Those 
issued now entitle the holders to elective 
franchise for life. 

Up to the time of closing yesterday 130 
persons had registered, all white. Of 
these eighty were from Anniston, and of 
these fifty-two were from ward 1. The 
remaining fifty-four were from various 
beats of the county. 

Eight’ negroes applied to the board, but 
were not given certificates. Their names 
were taken, to be submitted to a commit- 
tee of r2putable citizens, who will report 
as to their characters. This course will 
be adhered to by the registrars with re- 
gard to colored voters. 

The board will be in session at the court 
house until March 28. During the time 
voters from any beat in the county can 
register. At the expiration of the present 
sitting the board will visit the several 
precincts of the county.

The city election for mayor and councll- 
men of Oxford was held yesterday. W. 
H. Griffin was elected mayor over Dr.

FAMOUS PASTOR’S LIFE ENDS. 


THE REV. DR. J. W. HARMON 
DIES IN PAULDING, MISS. 


Prayer Uttered When Legislature 
Ordered Ministers To Fight in 
War Recalled. 


Jackson, Miss., March 12.—(Special.)— 
The Rev. Dr. J. W. Harmon, one of the 
most distinguished Methodist divines in 
the south, died yesterday at his home in 
Paulding. The remains were interred in 
Jackson today. 

He was one of the ablest pulpit orators 
im his church and achieved no small 
amount of fame by his celebrated prayer 
delivered before the Mississippi legislature 
on the occasion of the adoption of an or- 
dinance declaring that ministers should 
shoulder guns and go to the front. 

The federal troops had taken possession 
of Jackson and the seat of government 
had been removed temporarily to Macon. 
Dr. Harmon was invited to open the 
morning session with prayer and after 
the usual preliminaries he said: 

‘“‘We pray, therefore, for the members of 
the Mississippi legislature, for they have 
laid violent hands upon the ordained min- 
istry of THy church, thrusting them~into 
the field of carnage and bidding them go 
forth as messengers of wrath and blood 
instead of messengers of peace and good 
will. 

“O, Thou God of Justice, for this wick- 
ed act of legislation, which stands out in 
al] its gloomy isolation without a parallel 
in the world, we ee Thy pardoning 
rower. 

“O, Lord God, let not this wicked 
legislation fall with terrible disaster upon 
the heads of our pecple. We leave our- 
seives under Thy protection and let not 
Thy mercy depart. Amen.” 

The effect of the prayer was to cause an 
immediate reversal of the order for 
clergymen to shoulder arms, which was 
dcne by an almost unanimous vote.

FOUR KILLED IN ONE TOWN 


Many Structures Are Demolished, 
Some Being Torn from Their 
Foundations—Every Window 
in an Dlinois Central 
Coach Blown In. 


Vicksburg, Miss., March 12.—A cyclone 
swept through the south end of Coplah 
and nothern section of Lincoln counties 
thts morning killing at least half a dozen 
people and leveling buildings, trees and 
fences. 

Montgomery, a village in Copiah, on the 
Illinois Central railroad, was the worst 
sufferer and four bodies’ are kmown to be 
under the debris of the collapsed build- 
ings. Three mil esfarther south a rail- 
road camp was wrecked and three ne- 
groes killed, eae 

A passenger train on the Illinois Cen- 
tral road was struck by the storm and 
every window in every coach blown in. 

At Hazelhurst considerable damage 
was done, but no lives bost. 

Wires are down in al] directions and it 
is impossible to hear from outlying dis- 
tricts. 


WINDSTORM IN MISSISSIPPI. 


Homes Are Demolished and Several 
Persons Are Injured. 
Brookhaven, Miss., March 12.—A wind 
storm amounting almost to a tornado 
passed near here at 6 o’clock this morn- 

ing. 

The residence of William Melville, 2 
miles west, was unroofed. Mrs, Me lville 
was badly ‘hurt, and the negro cook dah- 
gerously injured.

TEXAS UNDER COVER OF RAIN. 


Twenty Houses Wrecked in City of 
Houston Alone. 

Tex., March 12.—Reports from 
yesterday’s rain and wind storm show 
considerable damage done at various 
places in Texas. About four-fifths of the 
state was covered by the rain. 

At Houston twenty small houses were 
wrecked with a loss of $15,000. Emanuel 
White, colored, was crushed to death and 
half a dozen others were hurt, none seri- 
ously. 

At Rosenberg ten houses, including the 
Paptist church, were damaged beyond re- 
pair.

MANY SMALL WRECKS OCCUR. 


Were Numerous in and Around An- 
niston on Monday. 


Anniston, Ala., March. 12.—(Special.)— 
Small wrecks were very much in evi- 
dence in and around Anniston last night. 

A freight car jumped the track at Iron 
City, twelve miles east of the citv, on 
the Southern railroad, and delayed a train 
for about five hours between this city 
and Atlanta.

Another small wreck occurred vester- 
day afternoon at Jacksonville. on the 
Mobile division of the Southern, twelve 
miles north of this city, an’ traffic on 
that division was delayed for a short 
time.

The government is ready to go on with 
the case. Witnesses have traveled many 
miles to be on hand for the trial and are 
now resting here at the expense of the 
government. W. A. SE non, the post- 
master at Los Angeles,™. . from which 
point the condemned postal supplies were 
sent to the redemption department at, 
Washington, reached the city yesterday 
pwioorning after the long trip across the 
continent. Three witnesses have come 
from Washington, one is here from the 
most extreme point in North Carolina and 
ene is en route from Texas. 

Whether Landers is tried at this term 
of tke court or not the fight will cost the 
ecvernment a pretty penny. Already the 
cxperses have passed the thousand dol- 
‘qr mark.

MAY RUN SHORT 


Chairman Walter R. Brown, 
of Finance Committee, 
Warns Commissioners. 


PREDICTS A DEFICIT 
UNLESS CARE IS USED 


County and Railroads Agree To 
Build Handsome Iron Bridge 
on Marietta Road—Other 
Matters Considered at 
Meeting Yesterday. 


| At the meeting of the board of county 


commissioners yesterday _ morning Com- 
missioner Walter R. Brown, chairman of 
the finance committee, warned the board 
that Fulton county is threatened with an- 
other deficit in the county treasury. He 
declared that unless expenditures are made 
with care the end of the year will find 
the county without funds and in an em- 
barrassed condition. 

Thig would mean a repetition of the 
condition of the treasury which existed 
for several months last year. The coun- 
ty was forced to borrow more than $100,- 
GC to meet the deficit and finished repay- 
ing the borrowed money only a few 


}months ago. 

Cheirman Brown states that the county 
finances are now in excellent condition; 
that all of the debts have been paid and 
‘that the treasury contains a surplus. He 
said he was simply warning the commis- 
sioners to be on the alert, in crder that 
a deficiency might be averted. 

‘I merely desire to warn the commis- 
sioners,”’ said Chairman Brown, “‘that un- 
less great care is’ used, there will be a 
deficit in the treasury by the end of the 
year. The bills of late have been exces- 
sive. I mean by this that the price of 
food etuffs and other products is much 
Pigher now than formerly, occasioning 
greater expense. The expenditures should 
be closely watched/ for if precautions are 
not taken the indications now are that the 
county will be shy of funds by the end of 
the year.”’ 

Will Build Iron Bridge. 

A handsome iron hridge is to span the 
tracks of the Southern and Western and 
Atlantic railroads on the Marietta road 
near Ellen N. After negotiations, con- 
tinuing through nine months, the county 
and railroads have agreed to terms in 
reference to building the structure and a 
contract to this effect was approved by 
the commissioners yesterday morning. 

The contract was presented by Captain 
Clifford L. Anderson, who has been con- 
ducting the negotiations sehalf of the 
ecunty. It provides that © county shall 
construct and maintain tre aproaches and 
abutments and that the railroads shall 
build and maintain an iron bridge. The 
rcead at present crosses the tracks on a 
grade at Ellen N, but this crossing ‘s to 
be abandoned, as the course of the road 
has recently been changed. The bridge 
will be erected about 200 feet west of 
Ellen N. It is to be 30 feet wide and the 
contract specified that it would be con-+ 
structed for the use of pedestrians, ve- 
hicles and horses. Pursuant to a sugges- 
ticn the document was changed so as to 
provide for the passage of street cars. 
The contract ts to be signed by the 
proper railroad officials and then by the 
eccunty officials. 

Judge H. E. W. Palmer stated that he 
did not relish the clause binding the 
county to maintain the abutments. 

‘Well, judge, that contract represents 
rine months’ negotiations,’ responded 
Captain Anderson, “and I am satisfied 
that if the matter is reopened another 
six months of negotiations will be re- 
quired,”’ 

New Boat for Powers Ferry. . 

Judge E. B. Rosser, chairman of the 
committee on roads and bridges, reported 
that the committee had agreed to pur- 
chase a new ferry boat for Powers ferry 
on the Chattahoochee river. The old 
ferry boat was washed away during the 
recent freshet and since that tirfe travel 
on the Powers ferry road has been block- 
ed. 

The price of the boat is to be $50. Judge 
Rcsser stated that a new trolley would 
also have to be purchased at a cost of 
about $12. 

Other Business Transacted. 

Messrs. E. P. Burns and J, L. Maud, 
auditors appointed by the fall term grand 
jury to examine the books of ccunty offi- 
cials and other county records, made ap- 
Plication to the board to increase their 


compensation from $300 each to $500. 

The commissioners agreed to the -in- 
crease, provided the county § attorney 
snould hold that the board has authority 
to act in the matter. 

Chairman Forrest Adair called the at- 
tention of the board to the fact that in 
some instances the county roads have 
been left in bad condition by parties who 
had dug into them for various purposes. 
He recommended that stringent rules be 
enforced, requiring the roads to be placed 
in as good conditicn as they were before 
opened, The other commlgsioners agre sl 
with him and, hereafter, such work will 
be clesely watched. 

A contract entered into between the 
county and sheriff as to the feeding of 
prisoners was approved. The fee was 
raised from 271-2 cents to 321-2 cents, 
owing to the increase in prices. 

The salary of A. D. Howard, engineer 
at the Tower, was increased from $65 to 
$7 per month on recommendation of 
Commissioner Anderson. Several other 
routine matters were given attention.

NEGRO PREACHER 
WILL FACE JURY 


Pulpit Orator at Thomasville Is Charged | 


With Cashing Wrong Money Order. 
TRIAL IS BOOKED FOR TODAY 


Defendant Was at One Time in 
Charge of Atlanta Congregation. 
. Juvenile Mail Carrier Is 
Sent to the Reforma- 


tory. 


With the conclusion of the Alexander 
casé, which may come this morning in 
the United States court, the case against 
Rev. B. J. Davis, a Thomasville preacher, 
will be taken up. 

Davis is one of the leading negro min- 
isters of the state and has always borne 
an excellent character. Among th2 white 
people who knew him he was never sus- 
pected of an act in any way wrong or 
unlawful, and will bring with him to the 
prisoner’s dock a name free from matters 
in any way prejudicial to an honest, up- 
right standing up to the time the charge 
now pending against him was lodged. 

For many vears Davis occupied a pulpit 
in Atlanta. He was 2 favorite with all 
who gathered to hear his exposition of 
the road to the better hereafter, and 
when he announced that he intended leav- 
ing Atlanta for a church in Thomasville 
the members of his congregation made 
every effort to retdin him. 

About six months ago a postoffice order 
calling for $6, made payable to B. J. Da- 
vis, was cashed at the postoffice. It was 
the negro preacher who presented it for 
payment. He was identified as B. ds 
Davis and receipted for the money. Sub- 
sequently another B. J. Davis turned up, 
claiming to’ be the party entitled to the 
order. An investigation by the secret 
service men caused the arrest of the ne- 
gro preacher. He was brought to Atlanta 
and made bond in the sum of $1.000. Davis 
does not deny having receiv2d; the money 
called for bv the order. On the contrary, 
he admits it, but says he was expecting 
a monev order about that time and 
thought it was the one for which he was 
looking,. asserting that he did not give 
the paper a careful study, such study 
as would have shown him that he had 
received the wrong paper. Davis has no- 
tified his attorney that he would be in 
Atlanta Wednesday evening, and _ th2 
probabilities are that he arrived last 
night. However, he has not reported 
that fact at the United States building. 
Colonel Dan Rountre2 will look after Da- 
vis’ defense. 

~Is Sent to the Reform School. 

Freeman Sprayberry, a lad of 16 years, 
was given three years in the reform 
school in the District of Columbia by 
Judge Newman yesterday. Sprayberry, 
a mountain lad, was for a long time a 
mail rider from Coker to Roswell. On 
one of his trips he had a maf) sack in 
which there was a small hole, too small 
to attract the attention of the postmas- 
ters along the route. but large enough 
for Sprayberry on his long, lonely ride 
to detect. On one of his trips Sprayberry 
saw the postmaster at Gopher place a 
registered letter in the pouch. After leav- 
ing the postoffice Sprayberry began work- 
ing at the rent in the mail bag. When 
the letter was missing the postoffice in- 
spector went to work and within-a short 
tim: the county ‘jail had a 16-vear-old 
mountain mall cartier stored away await- 
ing the coming session of court. The 
case was clearly made out and the result 
rested with Judge Newman. The judge 
did not think the boy old enough for th3 
penitentiary, and gave him three vears 
in the reform school near Washington. 


Alexander the Card Again Today.

ton. lt was decided that the streets in 
thle center of town should be kiven 
especial attenticn, and it is probable 
that the present paving stones will be 
taken up and relaid. Marietta and De- 
ecatur streets, which are possibly in the 
worst condition, will no doubt be at- 
tended to first. 

A special committee, composed of City 
Engineer Clayton, Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works Collier, Councilman Glags and 
Chief Hope, was appointed to visit the 
various streets for the purpose of ascer- 
taining just the nature of the repairs 
to be made. | 

There was considerable Giscussion con- 
cerning the conditicn of the sidewalks 
and Commissioner Collier explained that 
he needed more wagons and teams with 
which to accomplish the repair work.

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SUPERIOR COURT 


Supreme Court Renders Decision in 
Branch of a Famous Litigation. 


RECEIVERSHIP WAS ASKED 


Then the Snook & Austin Company 
Sued for Damages and Recov- 
ered—The Suit Should Have 
Been Brought in the 
Superior Court. 


The supreme court rendered a decision 
yesterday ‘in the case of Hecht, Jr.’s’ 
Sons against the Snook &. Austin Furni- 
ture Co., a case which grew out of liti-: 
gation that created a mild sensation 
here about a year and a half ago. A 
receivership suit which was soon dis- 
missed, a suit on account and a counter 
suit for damages, an investigation into 
the conduct of a well known young 
attorney all combined to make an inter- 
eesting chapter ! Atlanta’s legal record. 


The suit decided yesterday by the su- | 


preme court was one for damages 
brought by the Snook & Austin Furni- 
ture Co. against Hecht and others in 
the city eourt before Judge Reid. The 


eult was brought because of the effort 
- of Hecht and others to place the com- 
pany in the hands of a receiver, and 
the jury in the city court awarded the 
plaintiffs $5,500 damages. 

The supreme court revérsed the judg- 
ment of the city court altogether, it 
appears, on a legal technicality. The 
supreme court holds that the right to 
sue for damages as a set-off against 
a claim, is purely an equitable right, and 
can be entertained only by a court which 
has jurisdiction {in equity. Tthe city 
court of-Atlanta has no such jurisdic- 
tion, and the suit should, therefore, have 
meen brought in the superior court. 

The decision of the supreme court 
means simply that the proper place for 
the suit to have been brought was the 
superior ;court, and the case will be 
filel there at once by the attorneys 
representing the Snook & Austin Furni- 
tum Co. 

It this suit the Snook & Austin com- 
pahy was represented by Rosser & Car- 
ter and svohn L. Hopkins & Sons, while 
Hammond & Skeen and Judge Spencer 
R. Atkinson represented Hecht and 
others. 

The beginning of the litigation was the 
filing of a suit for injunction and re- 
ceivership by attorneys representing 
Hecht and others against the Snook & 
Austin Furniture Co, This suit was 
finally dismissed and an investigation of 
the conduct of the attorney by whom 
it was filed was had by the Atlanta 
bar, it being claimed that it was. practi- 
ca‘ly groundless: The outcome of the 
investigation, however, was not unfavor- 
able to the attorney involved. 

Following the dismissal of the suit for 
receivership Hecht and others filed suit 
on @ claim or account against the Snook 
& Austin Futniture Co., and the latter 
filed suit for damages against Hecht 
and others because of the receivership 
petition. The Snook & Austin company 
secured a verdict in the city court as 
stated, but under the decision of the 
supreme court the case will have to be 
tried in the superior court.

If they have 
sold it since that time they arse still Hable, 
though the Hen for taxes attaches to the 
property itself, and if they cannot be col- 
lected from the party who owned it 
March 1 ,the n2w owner must pay them. 

Comptroller General Wright will at once 
notify all the tax coHectors and: recétvera 
of this action. The board is required 
to select some day between January 1 
and April 1, and must meet for the pur- 
pose directly after March 1. The tax rate 
will not be fixed until next fall.

MADE TO DR. DIXON 


Christian Scientists Declare the Di- 
vine Made False Statements, 


—————— 


MR. CARM.i WRITES A CARD 
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Says Dr. Dixon Secured Misinforma- 
tion from Peabody, Who Was 
Paid Attorney Against 
Mrs. Eddy. 


E. H. Carman, publishing committee of 
the Christian Scientists of Atlanta, has, 
written the following interesting reply to 
Dr. Dixon’s sermon of Monday morning: 

Editor Constitution: It is not. strange 
that Dr. Dixon is sensitive and dreads 
those whom he designates Mrs. Eddy’s 
“press agents.’’ Since he started out un- 
der the influence of the arch enemies of 
Christian Science to vilify and besmirch 
her character and misstate and pervert 
her teachings and divert the minds of 
honest thinking people from the truth, he 
has encountered the ‘press agent” on 
several occasions.- Who are these “press 
agents,”’ or hirelings, as he calls them? 
There is in every state. in the unfon a 
publishing committee, appointed by the 
first readers of the three largest churches 
in the state, whose business it is to cor- 
rect any and all false and malicious at- 
tacks on Christian Science and ‘Mrs. Eddy. 
At present they have something to do, 
for one of the strong points in Christian 
Science teaching is to make the lies of 
mortal mind unreal and thereby estab- 
lish truth. To show Wr. Dixon’s dishon- 
esty in this matter, we ask why did he 
not, if-sincere, go to Christian Scientists 
for facts as to what they believe and 
how they understand the teachings of 
Mrs. Eddy’s books? Why, if he wished 
to know in what light Mrs. Eddy is held, 
did he not go to the town in which. she 
lives and ask the people who surround her 
and see her often and know her in her 
daily life, and learn if these things. were 
true. ‘He knew that what he said was 
not true.: To whom did he go for all this 
stuff which he put out and called Chris- 
tian Scfence? When he had made some 
one of these false statements about “‘in- 
carnation,’’ with great dramatic effect he 
said, “I can prove this. If the press agent 
wishes to bring it into eourt, Mr. Pea- 
body, of Boston, will prove it.” In this 
one utterance he uncovered the hidden 
source from whence came these false- 
hoods. Who is Mr. Peabody? It fg only 
necessary to call attention to the ‘fact 
that for two or more years Mr. Peabody 
was employed by Mrs. Josephine Wood- 
bury, of Boston, as attorney to conduct 
a law suit against Mrs. Eddy, Judge 
Hanna and several other prominent Chris- 
tian Scientists for something like $400,000. 
During the time Mr. Peabody was thus 
employed he was working up all these 
false charges which he- hoped to bring 
into the suit to damage Mrs. Eddy and 
Christian Science and help his own cause, 
After the law. suit was thrown out of 
court and Mr. Peabody ‘defeated at every 
point he hired Tremont Temple for the 
purpose of exposing Christian Science and 
Mrs. Eddy in a lecture. The data for that 
lecture is, we are quite sure, the basis 
for many of these recent attacks on MPs. 
Eddy and Christian Science. I am in- 
formed that a pamphiet by Mr. Peabody, 
claiming to contain such data, has been 
widely circulated. If one wants to be 
unchristian he goes to one’s enemies to 
discuss that one. If Mr. Dixon wished 
to be just, fair and Christian why did he 
not go to some one,.who was in good 
standing in Christiag, Science for his in- 
formation? Again, if he had been honest, 
why did he take isolated passages and 
garbled statements from ‘‘Science and 
Health,” separated from thefr context and 
try to obscure their, true teachings and 
import, making them seem contradictory? 
Even the words of Jesus are contradic- 
tory if not understood and separated from 
their context. In one place he said, “I 
come not to destroy,’ and in another, “TI 
come to destroy.” These seeming contra- 
dictions need spiritual discernment to 
know that it was a false material sense 
of things that were to be destroyed and 
that the spiritual or real facts were to be 
brought to light as real and eternal. 

The defamers of the Scriptures and 
their blessed teachings can makesthem 
appear contradictory and meaningless by 
this unfair method. 

What Dr. Dixon said about the “‘incar- 
nation’’ was a vile profanation of com- 
mon ddacency, as well as absolutely un- 
true as to the teachings of Christian 
Science. In Mrs. Eddy’s Miscellaneous 
Writings, page 112, she says: ‘‘The belief 
in Antichrist, that somebody in the flesh 
is the Son of God or is another Christ, 
or is a spiritually adopted child, or is an 
incarnated babe, is the evil one—in other 
words, the one evil—disporting itself with 
the subtleties of sin.’’ 

This was a warning to Christian Scien- 
tists not to let those who were teaching 
a perverted sense of the truth lead tham 
into this error. Again, in ‘‘Retrospection 
and Introspection,” page 85, Mrs. Eddy 
says: 

“We do not question the authenticity of 
the scriptural narrative of the virgin 
mother and Bethlehem babe, and the 
messianic mission of Christ Jesus; but.in 
our time no Christian Scientist will give 
chimerical wngs to his imagination or ad- 
vance speculative theories as to the re- 
currence of such events.” 

Dr. Dixon. said Christian . Scientists 
called Mrs. Eddy ‘‘Mether God.”’ This ‘s 
untrue, for it is forbidden by a church 
bylaw. See Manual Mother Church, page 
52, as follows: ‘“‘Mrs. Eddy objected at 
first to being called thus (mother), but 
afterwards consented on the grounds that 
this appellation in the church meant noth- 
ing more than the tender word sister‘or 
brother as a token of affection. Therefore, 
students of Christian Science apply this 
term only to her.” 

Why should the people af Atlanta have 
to have a stranger come into their midst 
to tell them of a system and of its 
founder, when residing in Atlanta there 
are numbers of people, believers and 
practitioners of this system, who haves 
for years been good citizens, whose word 
upon any ordinary subject would -be 
takeéh without question? In the courts 
they would not need witnesses to prove 
good character. In the stores and shops 
their names are synonymous with credit 
and honesty; and yet on the question of 
judgment as to a religious system, its 
power, virtue and truthfulness, they are 
adjudged incompetent, deranged and fit 
subjects for the asylum. Christian 
Scientists are not erying the “baby act.’ 
They simply ask that their would-be 
guardians and foster fathers let them go 
daily about their missions of mercy, heal- 
ing the sick and reforming the sinner,
